SECTION  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

a.  Milk  Supply  : The  bulk  of  the  Milk  comes  in  from  outside  the  Area.  There  are  two  purveyors  of  milk  within  the 

Area,  and  six  from  the  Rural  District.  No  samples  were  forwarded  for  Bacteriological  Examination,  or  for 
Bovine  Tuberculosis. 

b.  Meat  and  other  Foods.  There  are  no  slaughter-houses  in  the  Area.  There  are  three  Meat  Shops  and  six  Meat 

retailing  Carts  come  into  the  Area,  and  these  are  duly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

d.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food  : No  action. 

e.  Nutrition  : The  County  M.O.H.  has  given  some  very  useful  lectures.

SECTION  F.  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

2.  There  is  not  a Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  in  this  part  of  the  County.  This,  like  most  sea-side  places,  is 

crowded  during  August,  and  should  anything  serious  break  out,  heaven  help  us  : it  will  be  quite  impossible  to 
do  anything  in  way  of  isolation.  When  necessary,  swabs,  etc.  are  sent  away  for  examination,  but  no  action  to 
provide  artificial  immunization  against  diphtheria,  etc.,  was  taken.  There  was  very  little  Influenza  during  the 
year,  and  that  of  a mild  type.  We  had  some  Mumps — German  Measels,  and  Chicken  Pox — nothing  out  of 
of  the  way  about  any  of  them.  No  intimations  of  any  diseases  have  reached  the  District  M.O.H.  from  the 
Council  School.
